report on the results of this gathering at 
the DPC meeting. 

Sister Kobe said 28 parishes 
participated in the lay consultations. She 
plans to send copies of the report to these 
parishes. 


A copy of the report was submitted to® 


Bishop Leo T. Maher last week. The 
document has also been sent to the 
national bishops’ committee in 
Washington, D.C. 


Sister Kobe hopes the report will be 
used to improve parish-level adult 
catechesis programs. 

The report indicated laity would like to 
share in parish administration so that the 
clergy could be freer for spiritual 
leadership, she said.

SAN DIEGO — Catholic Community 
Services has hired Maria Elena Verdugo 
to coordinate its immigration project: 

As coordinator, Verdugo: will oversee 
CCS’ efforts to implement the 
Immigration and Control Act of 1986 in 
San Diego and Imperial Counties, 
announced Father Douglas Regin, CCS 


executive director. 


A native of the Imperial Valley, 
Verdugo worked most recently in the 
employment services division of the CCS 
Refugee Resettlement Office. 


CCS expects to serve over 15,000 
undocumented persons through its 
immigration project, Father Regin said. 
The project will determine an 
undocumented person’s eligibility for 
legalization and process those eligible for 
temporary or permanent residency. 


Under the immigration law signed by 
President Ronald Reagan last November, 
undocumented persons who entered and 
have lived continuously in the United 
States since Jan. 1, 1982, qualify for 
temporary resident status. 


Registration and processing of eligible 
persons will. take place at more than 25 
church sites, Father Regin said. 

Gwen Plank, director of the CCS 
Resettlement and Immigration Office, 
said general information forums on the 
immigration process will be given at these 
locations, beginning next month. 


Hundreds of volunteers will be 
recruited as screeners, translators and 
office aides to assist in the project. The 
Immigration and Naturalization Service 
(INS) is expected to start training these 
volunteers in April, Plank said. 

The INS issued a first draft of 
regulations concerning the immigration 
law last month, she said. A committee 
consisting of INS and United States 
Catholic Conference (USCC) personnel 
is revising the regulations, she added. 


The current draft of the rules has also 
been discussed by the San Diego 
Immigration Coalition, a local group 
involved in the legalization effort; CCS 
staff is included. The coalition meets 
weekly at the University of San Diego to 
discuss different aspects of the 
immigration law, Plank said. 


INS personnel have been present at 
some coalition meetings to provide 
information on the legalization process, 
Plank said.

SAN DIEGO — Jolted by the death of an 81-year- 
old resident, officials of the Cathedral Plaza apartment 
complex have tightened security still further. 

Already, building security was ‘‘above average for 
this type of project,’ supervising manager Joe 
Mumma of the Cathedral Plaza Development 
Corporation said. 

When the body of Ruth M. Ost was discovered in 
her living room Feb. 4, all-night guards were 
contracted to staff the lobby and make periodic checks 
of the hallways. 

Ost, a parishioner at. St. Joseph Cathedral, 
apparently was murdered the week of Jap. 26. There

were .no signs of forced entry. Authorities listed 
strangulation as the cause of death. 

All security systems in the home for active seniors 
were approved by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, Mumma said, and met or 
exceeded standards specified in city and county 
building codes. 

The plaza’s two entrances are always locked, and 
keys to these doors are changed annually, Mumma 
said. Tenants have keys to the entrances and to the 
elevator, which is also keyed. 

Only tenants and managers have keys to the 
stairways, which are kept locked. The stairwell exit 


doors are equipped with an alarm, Mumma explained. 

Each of the 222 apartments has a dead bolt in the 
entrance and a 24-hour emergency bell system 
answered by management staff. All ground floor 


_ windows are pinned and locked, the manager said. ~ 


Five years ago the grounds were fenced, with the 
gates locked from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. 

Tenants are regularly reminded of precautionary 
security measures, Mumma continued. 

Problems at Cathedral Plaza have been rare since 
the downtown building was completed in 1975. About 
a year ago, a burglary occurred there and in two 
nearby buildings. The burglar was apprehended.

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Filipino clergy assess Aquino government

SAN DIEGO — Local Filipino clergy 
believe the church in the Philippines 
played a key role in the recent plebiscite 
which adopted the country’s new 
constitution. 

Individual churches in the islands en- 
couraged their members to approve the 
constitution, thus influencing the large 
voter turnout and estimated acceptance of 
President Corazon Aquino’s government 
by 78 percent of the voters, said Father 
Gregorio Dompor, associate pastor of St. 
Michael Church. 

This victory for Aquino will guarantee 
political stability in the Philippines, said 
Father Edd Lleva, associate pastor of St. 
Mary Church, National City. Father 
Erasmo Lapig, associate pastor of Good 
Shepherd Church, agreed. 

‘‘Aquino’s government is stable from 
the inside, but not the outside,’’ Father 
Crisologo said. ‘‘My fear is from the mil- 
itary . . . . Seventy percent of them voted 
against the constitution.’”’ The armed 
forces object to Aquino’s peaceful meth- 
ods of dealing with the communists. 
‘‘The military did not want a truce with 
them.’’ This enabled the communists to 
campaign against Aquino and attempt to 
unite the armed forces, the priest said. 

‘‘The younger officers want the army 
reformed”’ to step up their promotion 
opportunities, Father Dompor said. 

Most of the clergy contacted see little’ 
chance of a communist takeover. 

‘‘Communists are localized in the 
countryside,’ said Father Lapig. ‘““They 
are not united as an ideological force. 
They practice terrorism away from the 
military to make a living,’’ robbing the 
rich in depressed areas in the mountains 
of Bataan and along Manila Bay. 

The Catholic peace-loving Filipinos are 
educated to favor democracy; ‘“‘they 
equate communism with oppression,’’ 
Father Lapig continued. 

‘‘They are not real communists, but 
poor, misled people who are manipulated 
by (former President Ferdinand) 
Marcos,’’ Father Lleva said. 

The clergy contacted see little chance of

Father Crisologo said that “‘the small 
percentage of Marcos loyalists continue to 
buy votes.’’. They united after Aquino 
disbanded the Congress and ousted gov- 
ernors and mayors. Many loyalists do not 
accept the Aquino-appointed replace- 
ments for these offices — a problem local 
elections will eventually solve, he said. 

The priests agreed that economic re- 
form should now head Aquino’s list of 


Church influences adoption 
of Philippine constitution

MANILA, Philippines — Top Filipino 
Catholic officials are giving the church 
credit for swaying the public to vote 
overwhelmingly for a new constitution 
over objections from the political left and 
right. 

But one bishop warned against 
throwing out what he called the left’s 
legitimate issues in the aftermath of the 
Feb. 2 referendum. An estimated 78 
percent of voters endorsed the 
constitution. 

In a press conference, Cardinal Jaime 
Sin of Manila said that ‘‘75-80 percent of 
the population listened to the voice of the 
church, perhaps 15 percent to that of the 
government and at maximum 10 
percent’’ to the communists. 

“Tf one considers that today the church 
is allied with the government, one 
understands that the maneuvering room 
of the communists is extremely reduced,”’ 
Cardinal Sin said. 

Bishop Antonio Fortich of Bacolod, 
chairman of the committee monitoring 
the government-guerrilla cease-fire, said 
the church in Negros province can take 
credit for the vote ‘‘inasmuch as it has 
formed and educated the people to vote 
wisely in these matters.”’ 

The Philippine Catholic bishops’ 
conference decided last November to 
campaign for a ‘‘yes’’ vote on the 
constitution. It was the first time in 
modern history that the Philippine church 
has openly taken sides in an election or 
plebiscite. 

While a ‘‘yes’’ was a vote against 
extremists on the right and left, it should 


not be interpreted as a rejection of issues’ 


such as land reform and> justice for 
workers, which the left has raised, said 
Bishop Francisco Claver, retired head of 
the Diocese of Malaybalay. He is a 
leading figure in the Institute on Church 
and Social Issues at Ateneo de Manila 
University. He said a group of bishops 
would meet soon to. discuss church 
support of land reform and other issues 
affecting the poor. 

“Right now, many land reform 
programs are being pushed, but which 
one the farmers want is unclear,’’ he said. 


Cardinal Sin, the religious superiors of 
men and the bishops’ conference all have 
spoken in support of a strong land reform 
program. ‘ 

Bishop Claver said President Corazon 
Aquino is being cautious on such reform 
because many of her supporters are 
landlords. 


The “new constitution makes all 
agricultural land subject to land reform, 
but leaves it to the legislature to work out 
such details as the manner of payment. 

The document also contains strong 
guarantees for civil rights and encourages 
the participation of poor people’s 
organizations in government decision 
making. It sharply limits presidential 
powers, especially the power to declare 
martial law, prohibits military 


involvement in partisan politics and: 


increases the powers of the judiciary. 


The constitution provides for a 
bicameral legislature similar to that of the 
United States, but limits senators to two 
consecutive terms. and representatives to 
three. 


priorities. 

Father Dompor hopes the United 
States will fund projects in the Philippines 
to provide employment. He also said 
Aquino needs military aid for Gen. Fidel 
Ramos, armed forces chief of staff. 

‘‘Corruption on all levels’’ infects this 
nation’s domestic wounds, he said, citing 


the unfair collection and distribution of 


taxes by the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

He traces the roots of corruption to sev- 
eral sources. ‘‘Most Filipinos in the is- 
lands are politically immature. They are 
‘‘more regional than nationalistic, more 
familial’? than government-oriented. 
This leads them to elect officials from 
their own region, regardless of their integ- 
rity, he said. 

“‘The church in the Philippines can

correct this corruption by becoming more 
vocal,’’ Father Dompor said, adding that 
since Aquino’s election, the church is 
speaking out more. 

“‘The church did not take a strong 
enough stand against Marcos’ rule,’’ be- 
cause bishops, priests and nuns depended 
on donations from politicians to support 
their churches and schools, he said. 

“The failure of the (Philippine) gov- 
ernment was and still is the failure of the 
church leadership. Christianity has not 
failed in the Philippines; it was never giv- 
en a chance. It was a Sunday affair, di- 
vorced from politics and morality,’’ Fa- 
ther Dompor said. 

However, he sees a trend toward inte- 
grating religious worship with secular life 
in his native country. 
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A Valentine’s 
message about 
parents, pals 


One of the greatest rewards of parenting comes 
when we can enjoy our children as grownup friends. 
We share a history and memories which create a 
bond, and, finally, we can put aside our parental 
responsibilities and just enjoy being with our 
newfound ‘‘friends.’’ . 

No longer do we scan their dress and behavior 
with a parental eye. We simply accept them as we 
would a friend. Sometimes friends look and behave 
a little weird, but it doesn’t bother us unduly 
because we aren’t responsible for them. 

It takes many years to reach this point. I reflected 
on this shift from parent to friend when I talked with 
the mother of a 13-year-old girl the other day. The 
two had gone shopping together for a special dress 
and the mother was beside herself. 


”? 


“Tt was ghastly,’ the mother said. ““Anything 
she liked, I didn’t, and vice-versa. We argued over 
colors, styles, prices and how ‘awful’ her shape was. 
We were barely speaking by the end of the day.”’ 

I laughed at every detail. There was a time when 
I shopped with my teen-age daughter and vowed 
never to do it again. I recall standing outside those 
little booths at a jeans store as she tried on and 
rejected some 20 pair. 


“‘Those fit nicely,’’ I would say.. 

She withered me with a look. ‘‘They’re terrible. 
Look how baggy they are.”’ 

Back to the stacks for another five pair. Another 
mother, of a teen-age boy, rolled her eyes at me and 
said, ‘‘After this, his father takes him shopping.’’ 


I remember saying to my husband when we got 
home, ‘‘Just laugh. You have two sons coming up 
and your turn is coming.’’ 

We resolved the teen-age shopping fiasco by 
negotiation. I dropped my daughter off at the mall 
and, after a day of shopping and narrowing her 
selection of shoes, dresses or whatever down to 
three, she. called me and I helped with the final 
decision. It wasn’t a perfect solution but it 
minimized the friction. 


Today, the same daughter is a young adult, and I 
have a ball when we go shopping. We respect each 
other’s tastes, giggle over outrageous fashions and 
give advice only when itis solicited. 

I don’t caution her on prices, because she’s 
spending her money. She doesn’t comment on ‘‘old 
ladies’ styles’’ because she’s no longer 15 and in 
possession of total wisdom. We do value each 
other’s opinion, though, and chat about an apparel 
item like friends. 


Parents going through the teen years find it hard 
to imagine that in the near future they will enjoy 
conversations and time with their adolescents. But 
let me persuade them that they will. 

I love going to the university and hearing my 
21-year-old son discuss his college psych projects. I 
learn a lot from him and about him. We can 
disagree like friends disagree. It doesn’t become a 
parent-child power struggle. It’s a joy to hear him 
joke about the vagaries of academia and talk 
seriously about future developments in his field. 


As adolescents mature :into young adults, we 
parents must renegotiate our relationship with 
them. We can either remain judgmental and critical 
(and damage an adult relationship) or accept and 
respect them. Sometimes it’s hard to withhold 
parental-type comments but it’s worth the pain. 
Our young adults must be given the opportunity to 
make decisions, poor ones as well as good ones. 


The struggles of earlier years can be forgotten as 
these young adults begin to evidence tolerance, 
good judgment and values. In spite of adolescent 
behavior and parental heavy-handedness, we can 
become friends and appreciate each other in new 
roles. It does happen, you know, and it’s wonderful.

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The quiet giants of San Diego 


Just after World War I, Pope Pius XI established a 
native hierarchy in a small nation in Southeast Asia. One 
of the first things that the new Bishops did was send to 
Europe and ask the Trappists to,establish a monastery in 
their country. 

They were convinced that a monastery of 
contemplatives would act as a spiritual powerhouse, 
drawing the graces of God down into their area. They 
knew that all the activities of a diocese, strenuous and 
arduous as they may be, needed the grace of God if they 
were to flourish. 

Contemplative vocations are as old as Christianity 
itself. Christ set the example by the many times that he 
withdrew into deserted places to spend time in prayer. 

And so, in the early Church, men went out into the 
desert to withdraw from the world and give themselves 
over entirely to the spiritual life. These ‘‘desert Fathers,’’ 
as they were called, led a life of great austerity, with self- 
denial, fasting and almost continual prayer. 

Many of these hermits felt the need of some sort of 
community life and the monastic system began to grow. 
Eventually a basic rule of life was given to them, first by 
men like St. Basil the Great, in the East, and St. Benedict 
of Nursia in the West. 

The Benedictines emerged as the great saviors of 
civilization during the Dark Ages. In their monasteries 
they copied and preserved manuscripts of the Bible and 
the writings of the early Fathers of the church. 

Since their rule embraced work and prayer, ora et labora, 
the monks saved agriculture, carpentry and other manual 
arts, and taught them to the people. 


Throughout history, there have been various up-dates 
and adaptations of the Benedictine Order, such as the 
foundations at Cluny that emphasized the liturgy, or the 
Trappists (Cistercians) who were promoted by St. 
Bernard of Clairvaux, and who emphasized the austerity 
of the Holy Rule. : 

But throughout its history, the Order of St. Benedict 
has been true to the ideals of contemplation, with the 
spiritual life as the prime role. 


The Benedictines have been in the United States for 
well over a century, with such well-known. foundations as 
St. Vincent’s Archabbey in Latrobe; Pa., St. John’s in 
Minnesota and St. Meinrad’s in Indiana. 


But the front page story in the Southern Cross recently 
focused attention on Prince of Peace Abbey in Oceanside, 
in our own diocese. Started about thirty years ago as St. 
Charles Priory; the abbey has extended typical 
Benedictine hospitality to priests and laity of the diocese 
since its very beginning. 

Bishop Charles Francis Buddy welcomed them to the 
diocese as a sign of God’s favor for this new diocese, 
which he liked to describe as being on ‘‘the farthest-most 
rim of Christianity.’’ 

Bishop Buddy also welcomed the Benedictine Sisters 
when they established the Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration, which now has a_ beautiful 
monastery overlooking Mission Bay. 

The oldest contemplative group in the diocese is, of 
course, the Carmelite Monastery on Hawley Blvd. in San 
Diego. This has been a real spiritual powerhouse. I 
couldn’t begin to count the number of times I have 
written to them, or called them, to ask prayers for special 
intentions. Many other San Diegans have the same 
experience. 

Mother Emmanuel, the founding Prioress, was the 
friend and confidant, even spiritual advisor, to many 
people in the diocese. Her successors, Mother Amata and 
Mother Maura were also well-known. The new Prioress, 
Mother Crista, is well adapted to her new role. 

These three contemplative monasteries are jewels in the 
spiritual treasury of San Diego. They welcome visitors to 
their liturgies and various spiritual activities, so this 
winter would be a good time to make your own little 
pilgrimage to their doors. 


Christians in this together 


From January 18-25, Christians the world over focused 
their prayer and activities on the Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity. This week of prayer has been an 
established fact of life for the church for many years, even 
though it has recently taken on a greater emphasis in our 
Catholic life. 

While it is good that one week out of fifty-two be 
reserved especially for ecumenical action and prayer, we 
cannot allow our work in this essential aspect of church 
life to be limited to these few days. 

The work of Christian unity is not an option that 
Christians can choose to ignore; it is a mandate which we 
are obliged to acknowledge. This acceptance of 
ecumenism in the church is something that must be a 
daily lived experience in our Christian lives, an 
experience which draws all believers in Christ back to the 
unity of the church which he established and which we, 
through our sinfulness, broke and have failed to restore. 

At the Second Vatican Council, the bishops of the 
church realized the scandal of Christian disunity and 
urged all who profess their belief in Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Savior to overcome this division in order that the 
gospel may be preached more effectively. In order for this 
to occur, however, Christian people must be able to see 
the need of working together and realize that, although 
differences do keep us from full communion, there is 
sufficient agreement to allow us to come together and 
deepen our understanding of one another. 

On the international and ‘national levels there exist 
many Official dialogues which have succeeded in helping 
to bridge the gaps that keep Christians apart. But 
international and national action is not sufficient to bring 
about the unity of faith and action needed on the local 
level. Individuals living side by side in neighborhoods, 


building communities and not worrying about church 
affiliation, are ultimately the ones on whom the work of 
Christian unity will depend. Their Openness to one 
another and their desire to share the wealth of their 
mutual traditions with one another, will allow their 
churches greater access to dialogue and cooperation. 


Despite these exhortations, however, despite the 
teaching of our Catholic Church, despite the specific will 
of Jesus Christ that all believers in him be one, there will 
remain those who are closed to any ecumenical activity at 
all. Such a response on the part of some may be motivated 
by any number of reactions, not the least of which is the 
fear of losing their identity and sense of purpose in the 
world. The Church recognizes this fear and the Vatican 
Council’s Decree on Ecumenism allays this concern when 
it says: 

“While preserving unity in essentials, let everyone in the 
Church, according to the office entrusted to him, preserve a proper 
freedom in the various forms of spiritual life and discipline, in the 
variety of liturgical rites, and even in the theological elaborations of 
revealed truth.’’ 


Such an openness and honesty cannot come about ifthe 
work for Christian Unity is limited to one week a year. It 
will come about only when all Christians recognize their 
defacto unity in Jesus Christ, and make a daily effort in 
Prayer and action to make that defacto unity a living 
reality.

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Poverty amid riches a ‘moral scandal’

WASHINGTON — ‘“‘That so many 
people are poor in a nation as rich as ours 
is a social and moral scandal that we 
cannot ignore.”’ (‘‘Economic Justice for 
All,’’ No. 16.) 

The new national pastoral letter by the 
U.S. Catholic bishops views ‘‘harsh 
poverty’’ amid ‘‘great wealth’’ as one of 
the chief obstacles Americans must 
overcome in building a more just society. 

The 54;000-word letter, adopted by the 
bishops at their fall general meeting last 
November, is titled, ‘‘Economic Justice 
for All: Catholic Social Teaching and the 
U.S. Economy.”’ 

Some of its strongest language is aimed 
against the widespread, growing poverty 
which, in the bishops’ words, “‘threatens 
the nation’s future.’’ 

‘‘More than 33 million Americans are 
poor; by any reasonable standard another 
20 million to 30 million are needy... . . 
The fulfillment of the basic needs of the 
poor is of the highest priority,’’ the letter 
says. 

All people, not just Christians, are 
called to a ‘‘preferential option for the 
poor,’’ the pastoral says. ‘‘Basic justice 

. . calls for the establishment of a floor 
of material well-being.on which all can 
stand. It is a duty of the whole of society. 
. . . The obligation to provide justice for 
all means that the poor have the single 
most urgent economic claim on the 
conscience of the nation.”’ 

The letter does not view the 
preferential option for the poor as an 
‘‘adversarial slogan that pits one group or 
class against another.’’ Rather, it says, 
‘the prime purpose of this special 
commitment to the poor is to enable them 
to become active participants in the life of 
society.” 

It also notes that poverty is not just a 
problem of the unemployed and 
underemployed. ‘‘Many working people

SAN DIEGO — Catholic schools, 
parishes and families will play key roles in 
implementing the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on the economy, according to Ellen 
Smith, director of the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission. 


Smith and Jerry Ollinger, commission 
vice chairman, attended a conference for 
diocesan personnel Jan. 22-24 in 
Arlington, Va., which offered strategies 
and resources to help conduct follow-up 
activities on the pastoral, ‘‘Economic 
Justice for All: Catholic Social Teaching 
and the U.S. Economy.’’ 

The conference, ‘‘Integrating the 
Pastoral Letter into the Life of the 
Church,’’ was sponsored by the United 
States Catholic Conference (USCC). 

One of the first tasks for the Peace and 

Justice Commission will be to sponsor an 
information day for diocesan clergy 
March 24. Commission members will 
share practical ways for pastors to 
articulate the pastoral’s’ principles, said 
Smith. 
* In addition, commission members will 
be available to parishes to set up study 
groups on the pastoral. ‘‘If it’s going to 
take off,’’ said Ollinger, ‘‘we’re going to 
need people in the parishes trained’’ to 
minister on the pastoral. 

The family will play a vital role in the 
effectiveness of the pastoral, said Smith. 
“Tt has a real meaning for families.’’ The 
pastoral is a call to live simply, she added, 
and the family is where this call will be 
answered. 

The pastoral ‘‘has to be infused into 
every part of church life (in order for 
Catholics to understand) what is at the 
foundation of this document,”’ said 
Ollinger.

us to implement the pastoral in as many 
ways as possible,’’ said Smith. 

Both commission members said. the 
shortcoming of the U.S. bishops’ 1983 
pastoral letter on war and peace was the 
lack of follow-up. The bishops took steps 
to involve the laity by establishing the 
USCC’s Office of Implementation. 

The backbone of the economy pastoral 
is its link to Scripture and Catholic social 
teaching, said Smith. This point will be a 
basic message in implementing the 
pastoral. 

Scripture repeatedly calls Christians to 
express their concern for the poor, Smith 
said. The means by which Christians 
assist the needy is ‘‘negotiable,’’ she 
added; but the concern is ‘‘non-ne- 
gotiable.”’ 

The Second Vatican Council brought 
social justice to the forefront of the 
church’s mission, said Smith. ‘‘Vatican 
II showed that the church is social and 
needs to be involved in society.”’ 

“If we profess to be Christians, where 
should our priorities be?”’ said Ollinger. 
The bishops, in their pastoral, are looking 
at the signs of the times and reflecting on 
said. ‘‘They are asking 
Catholics to do the same.. 

‘‘When (the bishops) look at the U.S. 
and global economies, they have some 
very deep concerns,’’ continued Ollinger. 
‘*They view the federal budget as a moral 
document which indicates where our 
priorities are as a nation.”’ 

The pastoral states that every man and 
woman is entitled to several basic 
necessities, including food, shelter, 
clothing, education and health care. ‘‘If 
we believe in the Bible,’’ said Ollinger, 
‘‘we should question a policy that takes 
away money from the poor.”’ 

Maximizing profits at the cost of 
human suffering is an intrinsic evil which 
the bishops strongly criticize. 
“Economics is people and that’s the

Responsibility to fight poverty falls on 
all members of society, the pastoral says. 
‘‘But private charity and voluntary action 
are not sufficient.’’ A systematic response 
requires people to work ‘‘collectively 
through government to establish just and 
effective public policies.’’

The pastoral calls ‘‘job creation and 
just wages’’ the ‘‘first line of attack 
against poverty.”’ 

It urges ‘“‘vigorous action ... to 
remove barriers to full and equal 
employment for women and minorities.”’ 

It says both public and_ private 
programs and policies should be geared to 
‘‘self-help efforts,’’ avoiding paternalism 
and enabling the poor ‘‘to take charge of 
their own futures.”’ 

It calls for ‘‘progressivity’’ in the tax 
system. Those below the poverty line 
should not pay income taxes, it says, but 
enough taxes should be raised ‘‘to pay for 
the public needs of society, especially to 
meet the basic needs of the poor.’’ This 
means higher taxes for ‘‘those with 
relatively greater financial resources.”’ 

Calling for ‘‘a thorough reform of the 
nation’s welfare and income-support 
programs,’’ the pastoral recommends: 

e Redesigning assistance programs to 
help recipients ‘‘become self-sufficient 
through gainful employment.”’ 

e ‘‘Adequate levels of support’’ to 
cover the basic food, clothing, shelter, 
health care and other necessities of the 
poor. 

e ‘‘National eligibility standards and a 
national minimum benefit level’’ for 
public assistance programs, which now 
vary greatly from state to state. 

e Making welfare programs ‘‘available 
to two-parent as well as single-parent 
families’’ to avoid the current negative 
impact on family life. 

The pastoral also urges ‘‘serious 
discussion of more fundamental 
alternatives to the existing welfare 
system,’’ such as ideas for a ‘‘family 
allowance’’ or a ‘‘children’s allowance,” 
proposals for a ‘‘negative income tax’’ or 
strategies ‘‘targeted on long-term 
poverty.”’

Survey shows progress in ecumenical dialogue

VATICAN CITY — Catholic ecumenical. dialogue 
with other churches indicates progress in several areas 
from theology to authority, a Vatican survey shows. 

Authored by members of the Secretariat for Christian 
Unity, the survey was published in the English-language 
edition of the Vatican’s newspaper, L’Osservatore 
Romano. It examined the progress achieved so far in 
dialogues with the World Council of Churches, 
Lutherans, Baptists, Pentecostals, Methodists, Anglicans, 
Reformed churches and the Disciples of Christ. The 
survey was published Jan. 19. 

Ecumenism should be a ‘‘rediscovery of the church,”’ 
Msgr. Basil Mecking, undersecretary of the Vatican 
agency, wrote in the newspaper. If ecumenical relations 
are focused ‘‘exclusively’? on ‘‘social activism or in 
pragmatic collaboration’’ rather ‘than’ theological 
dialogue, they risk “‘boredom and lack of purpose,’’ he 
added. 

Here are some of the survey conclusions: 

* Cooperation is continuing with the World Council of 
Churches “‘in a fairly satisfactory way’’ given the 
differences between ‘‘a universal: church which raises 
quite special claims about its uniqueness’? and a 
worldwide council of local churches. 

There is continuing participation in the Catholic-world 
council Joint Working Group which examines such 
problems as ‘‘new sources of divisions among 
Christians.’’ 

These include conflicts which ‘‘may arise from ethical 
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issues and the stands churches take on them, and from the 
developments in science and technology.”’ 

¢ The international Lutheran-Catholic dialogue is now 
focusing on themes of justification, ecclesiology and 
sacramentality. On the national. level, the German 
commission has reported on justification and a recent 
German commission document concerning 
condemnations published in the 16th century. 

The ecumenical document concluded that a number of 
the condemnations were based on ‘‘misunderstandings’”’ 
or ‘“‘no longer: apply to the doctrine and practice’’ of the 
churches today. 


“‘Some condemnations however allow no discernible 


consensus even today,’’ he added. 

© A 14-point Pentecostal-Catholic discussion of 
theological differences has led to increased conversation 
about the “‘theological aspects of the church.”’ 

He said the direction of the discussion ‘‘shows a 
maturing in Pentecostal theological refleetion’? and a 
deepening of understanding and awareness on both sides. 

Through the discussion ‘‘it has been possible again to 
raise the question of proselytism by some Pentecostals in 
certain countries and to find a ready understanding and a 
sense of ecumenical responsibility.’’ 

This August the commission is to meet in Venice, Italy, 
to discuss the church and sacramentality.

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Diocese offers 
preparation 
for marriage

While a wedding lasts only a day, a marriage is 
intended to last for a lifetime. 

Between the two kinds of personally intimate 
relationships ot engagement and marriage, couples who 
are engaged to be married seem to spend more time 
talking: to each other about their developing relationship 
than married couples. Statistics seem to confirm this 
phenomenon on the surface and, when asked directly, 
most engaged couples claim to communicate well. The 
response is expected because engaged couples have a 
strong desire to spend time together talking about their 
future. 

Although they employ similar techniques in their time 
spent together, the ‘‘talking to each other’’ of many 
engaged couples and the ‘‘communicating well’ of a 
seasoned married. couple may be very different 
encounters. Unfortunately, statistics support this 
hypothesis with the grim figure for a divorce rate of 
approximately 50 percent for all marriages and over 50 
percent for newly married within the first two years of 
marriage. How can so many people who claim to have 
communicated so well discover the opposite to be true 
within such a short period of time? 


Because of the number of failed marriages as well as the 
number of marriages that are somewhere between success 
and failure, the church has a legitimate concern for 
engaged ‘couples. One critical factor for concern is the 
perception by engaged couples of ‘‘time-spent-together- 
talking’’ as communications. 

There is little doubt that engaged people are sincerely 
in love.with each other; yet their attention is often focused 
on the event of their wedding rather than on a 
conscientious decision to examine their ability to love 
each other in a lifelong marriage. 


Too often communications are monopolized by plans 
for the wedding ceremony and reception. It is so much 
easier to talk about shoes and tuxedos than the potentially 
divisive issues of differences of values and relationships 
with future in-laws. 

The Diocese of San Diego has established a methodical 
plan to assist couples in preparing themselves for 
marriage by a carefully planned communications 
encounter rather than a ‘“‘hurdle to jump over.’’ Couples 
may choose from one of three kinds of methods, all of 
which require a three-month preparation period for the 
sake of efficacy. This preparation period needs to: be 
completed at least two months before the intended 
wedding date (again, for efficacy) since the sad statistics 
indicate that such proximate preparation for marriage 
loses its ability to assist couples in making any decision. 
other than continuing with the wedding plans. 


Couples who are contemplating marriage in the church 
need to visit their local priest or deacon as soon as they 
seriously begin to discuss the possibility of marriage, 
especially before they have selected a wedding day. 
Dreams for.a specific wedding date and celebration will 
follow an engaged couple’s deliberated response to the 
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demands of married life. This deliberation is enhanced by 
the trained married couples from the diocese who sponsor 
the communication section of the programs and who 
cooperate in the experience of marriage preparation. By 
sharing their own experiences, these married ‘‘Ministry 
Couples’’ assist engaged couples in deciding to turn a 
possibility of marriage into the probability of marriage in 
the church. This is what we call marriage preparation. It 
is for this reason that familiés and friends who may read 
this article are encouraged to join and support this effort 
by passing along this information to appropriate couples. 

The process of marriage preparation begins with the 
first visit to a clergyman. He will explain the local 
programs of marriage preparation. Most of these 
programs are social experiences in the company of other 
engaged and married couples in which common needs 
and anxieties are examined and alleviated. Dedicated 
married couples who have successfully met the challenges 
posed by the strengths and weaknesses in their own 
marriages share with small groups of engaged couples 
some expectations that must be anticipated in order to 
better assure a couple’s happiness together. Engaged 
couples participating in these programs will also 
contribute insights into one another’s growth as a couple 
by also sharing their own experiences and needs. For 
these reasons the Department of Family Life of our 
diocese offers the following programs of marriage 
preparation: 

° The Evenings for the Engaged with the Pre-Cana 
Conference -is a program designed both to review the 
teachings of the church regarding marriage and to 
provide the atmosphere of shared experiences. This 
approach offers the benefit of conscientiously discussing 
the important issues and needs for a life together. Review 
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of the teachings of the church is important for two 
reasons: Many people are exposed to these teachings at a 
very early age when marriage is such a distant dream that 
its full significance is basically lost; and most engaged 
couples have accepted the teachings of the church before 
they met and assume each other understands these 
teachings in the same way. The Pre-Cana Conference 
which begins this combined program offers engaged 
couples the opportunity to examine each other’s beliefs as 
adults. The half-day conference is held on weekends. The 
Evenings for the Engaged is designed as the discussion 
part of the combined program. The evenings are held in 
the homes of married couples one night each week for six 
consecutive weeks. ‘They provide the opportunity and 
environment for small groups of engaged couples to 
discuss the commitment they are about to make. They 
also provide the time between meetings for engaged 
couples to reflect on the decision to love each other in 
practical and challenging ways. 

e The Engaged Encounter Weekend is a similar 
experience designed for engaged couples who choose to 
spend a weekend retreat in a structured sharing, writing 
and dialogue program. Beginning on a Friday evening 
and concluding on a Sunday afternoon, engaged couples 
experience the opportunity to examine their prospective 
lives together through honest and _ intensive 
communications. 

e The Pre-Cana Conference Alone program is 
especially designed for engaged people whose fiance(e) is 
unable to attend the marriage preparation program with 
them.

If the marriage rite as celebrated in the 
Catholic Church is to liturgically 
symbolize the sacramental character of 
matrimony, and to convey the 
importance of the role of God and the 
community of faith in Christian 
marriage, then preparatory planning for 
the liturgy between the’® priest/deacon 
presider and the couple is essential. Prior 
to this, however, ‘‘priests/deacons should 
first of all strengthen and nourish the faith 
of those about to be married; for the 
Sacrament of Matrimony presupposes 
and demands faith.’’ (General 
Instruction, No. 7) Once this foundation 
has been laid, then and only then, fruitful 
liturgy planning can take place. To assist 
with this planning the following 
suggestions are offered: 

e The priest/deacon himself must be 
thoroughly familiar with the Rite of 
Marriage and its numerous _ options, 
understanding both liturgically and 
theologically what the rite is meant to 
express. Next, the priest/deacon should 
take adequate time to explain this 
information to the couple to help them 
approach the planning of the ceremony 
with: the proper attitude. 

© The importance of the community of 
faith in Christian marriage, especially 
those present at the wedding, should not 
be forgotten. Congregational 
participation in the liturgy is not optional. 
This participation can be in the form of 
communal prayer and song, by making 
sure that the service can be heard and 
seen by everyone, and by allowing some 
of the assembly to serve in the role of 
lector, eucharistic minister or server, as 
needed. For the marriage rite to resemble 
a private ceremony between only the

SAN DIEGO — In a recent article 
that appeared in this newspaper, 
Msgr. Charles Dollen referred to a 
statistic which he researched~ and 
verified: 50 percent of the marriages 
now being performed in church do not 
last two years. This information is 
certainly disheartening especially when 
one considers the emotional pain and 
suffering that occurs when a vibrant, 
loving relationship begins to 
disintegrate and eventually falls apart. 


It has been. substantially 
documented that the divorce rate in the 
United States has been alarmingly 
high over the last 10 years and seems to 
have leveled off at the 50 percent rate. 
Simply stated, a coupled married 
today has a 50 percent chance of 
surviving. Our task as counselors, 
clergy, friends, relatives, husbands, 
and wives, is to put energy and 
resources into enhancing marital 
relationships thereby increasing the 
odds so that divorce will be the 
exception rather than the expectation. 


One way to determine how to 
intervene to help persons be happy and 
successful in their marriages is to 
consider some reasons why marriages 
fail. In a recent national survey of 
professional counselors, physicians, 
attorneys, and clergy, the following 
issues were identified as being related 
to marital discord and _ eventual 
dissolution: 

e Breakdowns in communication 

e Unrealistic expectations of

© Lack of loving feelings 

e Alcohol/Drug abuse 

© Serious psychological problem in

Extra marital affairs 


The encouraging aspect of this list of 
marital pitfalls is that many can be 
prevented and, when problems do 
arise, effective treatment is available. 
Engaged couples should take full 
advantage of the diocesan marriage 
preparation programs in order to learn 
how to avoid and deal effectively with 
these problematic issues. In addition, 
if a couple recognizes a potential 
problem, they ought to consider pre- 
marital counseling. 


The Counseling Program at 
Catholic Community Services has a 
professional staff trained to assess 
strengths and weaknesses in personal 
relationships and assist couples in 
enhancing their abilities to relate to 
one another. Counseling prior to 
marriage can help prevent major 
problems from developing in the early 
years of the marriage. 


When problems do occur in a 
marriage an objective professional can 
be of great help. For further

chosen, and musicians/vocalists sensitive 
to liturgical norms engaged to perform. 
As Music In Catholic Worship states: 

Only artistically sound music will be 
effective in the long run. To admit the 
cheap, the trite, the musical cliche often 
found in popular songs for the purpose of 
‘Gnstant liturgy’? is to cheapen the 
liturgy, to expose it to ridicule, and to 
invite failure. (No. 26) 

e Decorating for marriage ceremonies 
has become big business. Everything 
from balloons and. doves in cages to 
transforming the sanctuary into an 
instant forest or flower shop are being 
promoted. If we are celebrating a 
sacrament, a Las Vegas wedding chapel 
atmosphere would seem totally out of 
place. Much pastoral discretion is needed 
in this area. 

e San Diego is a multi ethnic city. 
Consequently priests/deacons are 
requested by couples to incorporate 
certain ethnic customs into the marriage. 
rite on occasion. Sensitivity to . these 
traditions is important, yet never failing 
to maintain proper liturgical decorum 
and solemnity. 

© The priest/deacon presider is critical 
to the success of any liturgical celebration. 
This surely holds true with the marriage 
rite. In addition to providing the couple 
with adequate instruction on and 
preparation for the marriage liturgy, the 
presider needs to do everything possible 
to make the ceremony personal and 
spiritually ‘‘alive.’? The ‘“‘canned”’ 
service/homily approach speaks poorly of 
the church, and does little to promote the 
importance of the Sacrament of 
Marriage.

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‘A Journey Together’ assists young couples

One of the most special days in my life 
was the day Corrine and I were married. 
It is a day that’I will never forget. My 
only thought that whole day was getting 
past the church ceremony and family 
reception so that we could begin our new 
life together. I was:confident that our love 
would never fade and that all our dreams 
would be fulfilled. I looked forward to 
having kids, raising. a family and 
spending my time loving Corrine and 
sharing my life with her. Our wedding 
day meant that we would never have to 
part again. After the ceremony, Corrine 
would be mine and our joy and happiness 
would be uninterrupted. 

Rich and I both had clear expectations 
of what married life would be.like. But we 
never gave thought to the fact that our 
relationship would change, that our love 
would change, or that there would be 
times that we wouldn’t feel loving toward 
one another. I knew there would be 
hardships and struggles, but I never gave 
thought to the possibility that we could 
hurt each other. I was sure that our love 
could overcome any obstacle or issue. 
And I never even dreamed that my hopes 
and expectations.could be in conflict with 
Rich’s. 

It isn’t easy working through 
differences and dealing with the daily 
aggravations of adjusting to each other. 

. In fact it is quite normal to experience 
doubt about each other’s love and 
commitment. A Journey Together is a 
program designed to support young 
couples during their first few years of 
marriagé. Couples in the program are 
given the opportunity to share their 
expectations with each other, to explore 
the area of wants, néeds and values, to 
develop positive communication skills 
and to brainstortn different options 
available in resolving conflicts. They are 
also introduced to healing in relationship 
and the importance of developing couple, 
friends who are also working on 
strengthening their marriages. 

When Rich and I. were married, we 
embarked on a journey through life. 
We’ve shared joys, sorrows, sadness, 
loneliness and hurt. It has been a journey 
in discovering ourselves, God and the 
meaning of life. We began our journey 20 
years ago this August and the more we 
discover the more deeply we fall in love. 
We keep thinking that; we know who we 
are and each day God unfolds more and 
more of the mystery of who we are as 
individuals and as a couple. Our journey 
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hasn’t all been smooth sailing, but 
looking back on it Rich and I really 
cherish the journey we’ve been able to 
share. 

We are committed to marriage and we 
hope that by sharing our journey, past 
and present, with newly married couples, 
they will be able to have a smoother, more 
beautiful journey themselves. 

Although some parishes. are preparing 
to present A Journey Together now, it 
will be fall of this year before it will be 
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available to.the whole diocese. 

Couples who have’ experienced the 
program already have been excited by the 
opportunity to meet other couples who 
are just starting out and who share their 
same values. There are usually ‘six 
couples to a group and each group meets 
six times, once in each couples’ home. We 
feel that the opportunity to establish new 
couple relationships is very important. 
We all need a support group of peers who 
will accept us and affirm us and at times 


even challenge us. We need to hear that 
we are OK and that everything we are 
struggling through is normal and that we 
can work through it. If Corrine and I 
want a healthy and happy marriage, then 
we need to associate with other couples 
who also value and are willing to work at 
healthy and happy marriages. 

There are many communication tools 
and techniques that can -keep a 
relationship healthy and growing. But 
they are not instinctive. They must be 
learned and worked at. Many of the 


concepts talked about in A Journey 


Together could have saved us much pain 
and suffering had we been aware of them 
when we were first starting out. It took 
Corrine and me 12 years, though, to 
learn to look beyond an issue to the 
feelings and needs of each other. And it 
took just as long to learn that love is a 
decision and that we could make that 
decision for each other and our 
relationship even ‘though we might not 
feel very loving at the moment. It took us 
even longer to learn that healing was 
more than asking for and _ receiving 
forgiveness. And only recently have we 
discovered the concept of brainstorming 
all of our options in a situation rather 
than just looking at her solution versus 
mine. 

Conflict in relationship is normal and 
natural because we are bringing two 
unique and different individuals together. 
And regardless of the commonalities that 
might have attracted us, we. bring 
different backgrounds, experiences, 
personalities, values and _ attitudes. 
Blending these together is like rubbing 
two rough stones together until they are 
polished and beautiful. Essential to a 
lasting relationship is the ability to 
communicate needs and feelings as 
differences are being worked through. 
And this is a skill that needs to be 
developed. We believe that an investment 
in improving our communication skills is 
the best love insurance we can acquire. 
And that is what A Journey Together is 
all about.

We didn’t know what to expect the first night of our 
Evenings for the Engaged. We knew in order for us to get 
married in the Catholic Church we had to attend some 
sort of marriage preparation. We were four months away 
from our wedding date so we decided to grin and bear it. 

Well, we were pleasantly surprised. We arrived at the 
home of our ‘‘ministry couple’’ along with several other 
apprehensive engaged couples.

We certainly didn’t solve all our problems but we 
learned how to communicate openly with each other, even 
when anger or disappointment created barriers between 
us. 

Of course during this euphoric stage of engagement, 
some of the situations or feelings shared by the ministry 
couple seem not to pertain. But within that first year of 
marriage, situations arose where we could’relate back to 
something we heard during the evenings. 

It was three years ago we attended our Evenings for the 
Engaged. We were fortunate enough to be in the same 
parish as our ministry couple, so we maintained a close 
relationship with them. 

In fact, one. year ago we decided that we had benefited 
so greatly from our experience attending the Evenings 
that we wanted to host Evenings for the Engaged in our 
home, and we ‘started in training to become a ministry 
couple.

have the advantage of both the review of 
belief for adults and the experience of 
mutually communicating some of the 
needs and expectations of their 
prospective lives together. 

Following their participation in a 
program, engaged couples return to visit 
their local clergyman to discuss their 
reactions to the experiences provided by 
the marriage preparation programs. It is 
at this time that the full benefit of the 
program is felt: the engaged couple and 
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the local clergyman together examine the 
reasons for a marriage in the church and 
they discuss the meaning of the full and 
unconditional commitment that a couple 
makes to each other through the 
Sacrament of Matrimony. This variety of 


programs is the wedding gift that those of* 


the marriage preparation ministry offer 
couples. Much like the sacrifices of love 
made by families for education and 
welfare when engaged couples were 
younger, the experience of marriage 
preparation is a great contribution to the 
pursuit of a kind of happiness only God 
can guarantee.

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ministry is normally just the realization 
that God has indeed been good to them. 

The engaged couples spend six 
evenings in the home of the married 
couple. Each session lasts for about two 
hours. Each session has a specific topic to 
be discussed and shared. The purpose is 
to try and surface some of the topics that 
the engaged couples may not have 
thought about, or thought about but 
preferred not to discuss. 

No matter what the topic may be, the 
married couple will try to share how they 
handled or are still handling it through 
good communications. Small groups of 
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four or five engaged couples make 
communication possible. 

The sharing and cross-sharing soon 
reveals that honest and open 
communication is the first and best step to 
problem solving. It also shows that good 
communication is the best way to prevent 
problems. For example, how often do 
couples, married or engaged, say “I love 
you? 2? 

If all of the couples involved in this 
program, once more both engaged and 
married, come to a better awareness that 
by coming before the Christian 
community to be married means that they 
are saying that they are asking God to be 
a part of their marriage and their lives, 
this program will have accomplished it’s 
goal. 

The knowledge that we have asked God 
to be with us from the first moment of our 
marriage, can only strengthen us in our 
resolve to have and be a good marriage. It 


‘will also encourage us to be proud of the 


fact that we recognize God is our partner 
in this union and let the whole world see 
it, so that we can do our part in restoring 
marriage to it’s proper role in society. 

You cannot measure the success of a 
program such as this, only time will tell. 

To the engaged couples, we 
recommend that you consult with your 
parish priest at least three months before 
your intended marriage. (six months 
would be even more advantageous) in 
order to discuss the marriage programs 
that best fit your needs.

Natural Family Planning (NFP) should be an option — 


for all women; unfortunately, it is not. Most women do 
not know that easy, effective, and natural methods exist. 
The people who should be most interested in promoting 
natural methods — the clergy and religious — are also 
victims of lack of information. Moreover, the specter of 
ryhthm still haunts the Natural Family Planning, move- 
confusing even those who are aware of NFP. 

There is no method of family planning which is 100 
percent effective. Even sterilization procedures — 
although close to 100 percent effective —. still fail, 
especially during the first six months after the operation. 
The best that sexually active couples trying to prevent 
pregnancy can do is to choose a method of family 
planning that has a relatively high user effectiveness rate. 
There are three methods of natural family planning with 
high user effectiveness: The Temperature Method; The 
Sympto-Thermal Method; and the Billings Ovulation 
Method. 

The Temperature Method is about 99 percent 
effective. It is based on the fact that fertile women have a 
higher basil body temperature .after ovulation. Its 
drawback — and itis a big drawback — is that “‘safe 
time’’ amounts only to about nine days per average 
length cycle. 

The Sympto- -Thermal Method (STM) is 97 percent 
effective. It is based on the temperature shift after 
ovulation, and other easily observable signs, due to the 
excess of estrogen in a woman’s body at the time of 
fertility. Couples using STM abstain only seven to ten 
days per average cycle. 

The Billings Ovulation Method (OM) is also quite high 
in effectiveness. Tests have shown its effectiveness to vary 
from 89-99 percent, depending on the methodology used 
by the testor. The accuracy of O.M. is based on each 
woman’s ability to recognize and chart just one fertile 
sign. 

While these methods are effective family planning 
methods, they differ greatly from what we ha: e-come to 
know as the ‘‘traditional marketplace methou...’ of family 
planning. The first difference is obvious: they are natural. 
That is, one does not have to do anything or take 
anything in order to prevent pregnancy; one simply 
decides each day, depending on fertile signs, if sexual 
intercourse could possibly result in a pregnancy.. Life- 
styles need not be changed as natural methods will fit 
easily into daily routines. One only needs to learn what to 
look for and how to interpret what one sees. 

The second difference (and by far the more important) 
is the attitude. Natural methods of family planning are 
condoned and to some extent, promoted by the Catholic 
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Church. No other family planning methods are. The 
reasons go deep into our theological and biblical. roots. 
Perhaps the best way to explain why the Catholic 
Church accepts natural methods and rejects ‘‘unnatural’’ 
methods of family planning, even though the statistical 
results are nearly equal, is to look closely at the story of 
creation. Biblical accounts and church renewal efforts 
emphasize the fact that we are unique, we are special and 
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“God does not make junk.’’ That specialness was given 
to us at conception. It grew with us and became a core 
part of us. It is our sexuality. It is what we are taught to 
save for that very special person whom we marry. 
Sexuality — our core self — is what is violated in the 
crime of rape. If sexuality were not the core or near core 


of our uniqueness, then rape would not be as 
psychologically damaging as it is. 
When we marry, and ‘‘two become one,”’’ it is the 


union of two unique and special individuals in the act of 
sexual intercourse that creates ‘‘one.’’ Not always in the 
physical sense of conception, obviously, but always in the ” 
spiritual sense. 

When we use family planning methods other than 
natural methods, we are compromising our spiritual 
oneness. (Note that the oneness we achieve in marriage is 
a oneness with God.) When we are one with God, we 
accept his will for us. When we use ‘“‘unnatural’’ methods 
of family planning, we send God an extremely different 
message. A message that says — ‘“‘I don’t quite trust 
you.”’ 

Perhaps a modern day parable will help illustrate that 
point. There were once two very busy working mothers. 
Each had many chores to do, income to earn and three 
children five years and under. (Candidates for NFP, you 
say?) 

One mother takes the time to explain to her children 
what she will be doing, provides several activities, a 
pitcher of juice (non-breakable container and glasses). 
She then takes the children outside and instructs the older 
two children that they are to supervise’the youngest while 
she gives her attention to the work at hand. She then goes 
inside and gets to work. 

The other mother hurries her children outside,” 
threatens them, and returns to the house, locks the door 
and proceeds to go to work. 

In both cases, the children are outside (family 
planning). In both cases, the children can come inside 
(pregnancy). One group can open the door and walk in, 
the other group would have to break down the door or 
come through the window. The difference is attitude. 
One, cooperation and the other a contest of will.

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Church must support married

When Pope John Paul II approved and 

promulgated the revised Code of Canon 
Law in 1983, a new dimension to 
marriage preparation emerged: the 
element of ongoing support for the couple 
by the ecclesial community during the life 
of the marriage. 
«| In his exhortation, Familiaris consortzo, 
Pope John Paul II addressed the delicate 
question of marriage preparation (n. 66): 
‘“Marriage preparation has to be seen and 
put into practice as a gradual and 
continuous process. It includes three 
main stages: remote, proximate and 
immediate preparation.”’ 

This view has been the traditional 
approach used by most dioceses. Such 
preparation efforts balanced the different 
aspects concerning marriage and 
structured them in such a way that those 
preparing for marriage would receive 
intellectual training in preparation for the 
wedding and the initial post-marital 
period. This, hopefully, would stabilize 
the couple in their lifetime together. 

In the new ¢ode, .c. 1063 illustrates 
most clearly one of the themes running 
throughout the code concerning the 
sacraments: they are not seen, as 
romentary, but continuing signs of life- 
giving graces received by the persons 
involved. Thus, it would be preferable to 
speak in terms of the person deing 
baptized, not having been baptized, being 
married, rather than having been, etc. 

In many instances, without realizing it, 

the couple undergoing preparations for 
marriage have thought of it as 
preparation for a wedding, focusing on a 
time-limited event and ‘‘getting through 
it,”’ rather than on marriage as a calling 
to a life-length profession. It is true, we 
have remotely learned how to be married 
from observing our parents’ interactions 
in their marriage, later by watching our 
friends’ parents, and then being 
influenced by classes at school on the 
topic, and the media. The proximate and 
immediate preparation is provided by the 
parish. 
.) In the difficult task of shifting their 
primary loyalty from their family of 
origin to their new life companion in 
order that they may become ready to 
receive new life, couples need to feel more 
than the congratulations of well-wishers at 
the wedding reception. Continuing 
education and assistance is necessary 
from the parents, their friends and the 
ecclesial community, so the couple may 
learn how to truly become this new 
spiritual and sociological unit created by 
the mutual exchange of vows at the 
wedding. 

This diocese has developed a number of 
programs to fulfill this new canon, and 
they are discussed elsewhere in this issue. 

Our purpose here is to emphasize the

obligation incumbent upon us all to 
foster, support and pray for married 
people. 

Years ago, a sociology professor told 
his students in a Methodist university 
which I attended prior to my conversion 
to Catholicism: ‘‘The family is a basic 
unit of society. What happens to the 
family influences the commonweal. 
Therefore, the general public has a vested 
interest in the health and well-being of 
families. What supports and strengthens 
family life strengthens the republic.” 

One might add that whatever supports 
and strengthens family life gives 
assurance that those families will be better 
suited to become nurseries for the next 
generation. 


Pope warns against lax 
annulment standards

_ VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
‘{I has strongly warned that the church’s 
marriage tribunals risk ‘‘deception’’ by 
psychology experts who see every marital 
problem as grounds for annulment. 

The pope expressed concern over what 
he said was a growing number of 
annulments granted for reasons of 
-‘‘mental incapacity’? in recent years, 
‘especially in some countries.’” Heé’ did 
not identify the countries. 

The ‘‘mental incapacity’’ argument is 
sometimes used as a ‘‘pretext’’ to dissolve 
failed marriages, the pope said in a talk 
Feb. 5 to members of the church’s chief 
marriage court, the Roman Rota. 


The pope said judges must protect the 
church ‘‘from the scandal of- seeing the 
value of Christian marriage practically 
destroyed by the exaggerated. and nearly 
automatic multiplying of declarations of 
nullity when marriages fail, under the 
pretext of some immaturity or mental 
weakness by: those contracting it.’’ 


He criticized experts in psychiatry and 
psychology who ‘‘evaluate every (marital) 
tension as a negative sign, and as an 
index of weakness and incapacity to live a 
matrimony.”’ 


The pope emphasized that marriage 
requires sacrifice and often- involves 
difficulties, and said a failed marriage was 
never in itself enough reason for 
annulment. 
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The general population must get 
personally involved, must see that 
families are supported on every front, 
especially through personal contact. 


Often, the problems couples and 
families are facing are known only to close 
friends and family members. If a troubled 
spouse confides in us, or if we think 
perhaps there may be a-problem, why not 
say, ‘‘Jim, lately“ you seem concerned 
about something — if I can help — even 
just listen, let me know. . .”’ 

Isn’t that much better than Monday 
quarterbacking: ‘‘I saw it coming?”’ 

By asking if one can be of help, one 
gives the person the right to be a frail 
human; the right not to ‘‘have it all 
together;’’ the possibility to grow; the 
chance to get professional help or 
whatever may be needed. On the job, an 
employment assistance program can be of 
great help in getting couples into marital 
counseling where it is indicated. 

As citizens, we need to carefully 
monitor local, state, federal and 
international policies affecting families, 
and units of government which set the 
rules of implementation for family 
legislation. We need to lobby where 
necessary for pro-marriage, pro-family 
legislation and taxation. 

This is the great challenge for the 
Christian today: to re-establish the 
dignity of marriage asa challenging, life- 
long vocation. Marriage must be a 
public, social, and religious concern at 
every level, and most certainly in the 
Catholic Church. 

Marriage is one of the highest callings a 
Christian can receive. Christ raised this 
calling to a sacrament. Sacramental grace 
assists the couple to persevere and to form 
a loving family. 

But society and individuals in society 


couples 


also can grace a marriage. At times, we 
may feel at a loss to meet the many 
demands we have to face daily in our own 
personal lives and in our work, but let us 
give true Christian support to couples 
after the marriage, on a continuing basis. 

To couples contemplating marriage as 
their life vocation, I would like to say 
accept and realize this truth: Marriage is 
a vocation, a profession, a sacrament. It is 
a life-long, intimate sharing of your whole 
life and love with another person and 
children resulting from the union. It 
requires far more time, thought, effort, 
and preparation than preparing for a 
career. 


Marriage is so important to society at 
large that universally’ throughout the 
world all societies regulate the right to 
marry. . 

After the wedding, the challenges that 
await you as a Christian marriage partner 
require that you work on improving your 


marital relationships so that you and your ~ 


relationship will not remain static. You 
must endeavor to continue to grow, learn, 
and appreciate similarities and differences 
in each other. You need to actively 
prepare to assume the serious 
responsibility of Christian parenthood. 

You do not learn how to be an 
adequate parent by osmosis. You may 
need to un-learn lessons you learned by 
observing your own parents or other 
parent models of your youth. You will 
need to read, attend helpful classes and 
evaluate advice: from others. You will 
show your maturity by seeking 
understanding and knowledge. 

Only actively maturing persons ought 
to enter marriage, as only those persons 
have hope of persevering in it happily. 
The Christian community, for its part, is 
obligated to foster your marriage and 
your family, and to be your advocate, 
personally and publicly. 

By 1990, a noted psychologist has 
stated, 80 percent of American families 
will consist of couples, one at least of 
whom has experienced a divorce. We do 
have a crisis in interpersonal relationships 
on our hands. Our rapidly changing 
world is causing deep sociological changes 
for which most of us _ have little 
preparation. 

It has become very difficult for couples 
to remain married. Society and the 
church have sometimes failed to give the 
particular assistance required, having 
been pushed and pulled by these same 
sociological trends. 

However, Jesus Christ is Lord. With a 
firm purpose and a unified effort, couples 
called to matrimony can increasingly 
persevere. Along with the supportive 
assistance of their own personal, mutual 
giving of life and love to each other, and 
the support of the community around 
them, the trend can change. 

Our world depends upon the 
seriousness of our response and our effort. 
If the sacramental character of marriage 
is upgraded in our minds, adequate 
support before and after the marriage will 
be forthcoming, spiritually, communally 
and politically. 

Much can and must be said on this 
matter. However, it is hoped that a 
number of attitudes will have been 
developed as a result of this article: 

© a greater respect for the sanctity of 
Christian marriage; 

® the importance of 
preparation; 

© an acceptance of marriage as both a 
personal commitment of two individuals 
toward each other and an integral and 
critically important and stabilizing unit in 
society; 

® the responsibility to uphold and 
foster support for married people and 
their families in every sphere of society. 

The Catholic Church is universal. This 
obligation is world-wide in_ its 
implications. :

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Ordinations 
increase by 
six percent 


VATICAN CITY — In 1985, the 
number of priestly ordinations, the 
number of permanent deacons and the 


number of major seminarians worldwide 


each rose more than 6 percent over 1984, 
according to Vatican statistics. 

In 1985, there were 6,734 ordinations, a 
6.3 percent increase over the previous year. 
Of these, 4,778 were ordained as diocesan 
priests and 1,956 as religious priests. 

Major seminaries in 1985 totaled 
85,084, a 6.23 increase over the previous 
year. This was the second highest 
percentage increase in 15 years, said the 
Vatican. The highest increase was 6.4 
percent in 1982. 

The number of permanent deacons rose 
6.9 percent to 12,541 in 1985. 

The statistics were released Jan. 31 by 
the Vatican’s Central Statistical Office. 
The Vatican said 1985 is the latest year for 
which complete figures are available for 
priests, permanent deacons and 
seminarians. 

Although ordinations are increasing, the 
total number of priests was still declining. 
In 1985 there were 403,480 priests, said the 

¢ Vatican. In 1984, according to last year’s 
“report, there were 405,959, and 407,923 in 
1983. 

Of the 1985 total, 253,319 were diocesan 
and 150,161 were Religious priests. 

The Vatican figures also listed 3,885 
bishops at the end of 1986. 
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ON THE UPSWING — Ordinations, permanent deacons and seminary 
enrollment all increased by more than 6 percent in 1985, according to the latest 
Vatican statistics. Seminary enrollment of 85,084 showed the second highest 
increase in 15 years. Priestly ordinations totaled 6,734 while the number of 
permanent deacons rose to a total of 12,541. 


Catholic Conference Feb. 3 endorsed 
what it called a ‘‘pro-life and pro-family”’ 
job leave legislative proposal for U.S. 
workers for care of newborn, newly 
adopted or sick children or dependent 
elderly parents. In a statement released at 
a Capitol Hill news conference, Father 
Robert Lynch, associate general secretary 
of the USCC, public policy agency of the 
U.S. bishops, described the Family and 
Medical Leave Act as ‘“‘long overdue’’ 
and ‘“‘modest’’ in scope. The bill would 
provide 18 weeks’ unpaid leave for men 
and women workers when their children 
are born, adopted into the family, or 
seriously sick, 26 weeks’ time off for the 
worker if he or she is sick, and, in the 
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House version, 18 weeks’ unpaid leave 
for a person to care for a disabled elderly 
parent. 


Jesuit dismissed 
from order 


WASHINGTON Jesuit Father 
John J. McNeill, widely known for his 
dissent from church teaching on 
homosexuality, announced Feb. 4 that he 
has received Vatican orders dismissing 
him from the Jesuits but is appealing the 
decision. As part of his appeal, he is 
asking people spiritually helped by his 
ministry and writings to testify to the 
Vatican that his work actually helps save 
souls rather than harm them, he said. 
Reached by phone at his New York 
apartment, Father McNeill said the 
dismissal letter came from Cardinal 
Jerome Hamer, prefect of the Vatican 
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Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes. The letter, dated Jan. 2 and 
delivered to him Jan. 28, accused him of 
“‘pertinacious disobedience’’ and 
““pertinacious upholding and spreading of 


doctrines condemned by _ the 
magisterium,’’ the church’s ‘teaching 
authority. 


New Jersy bishops 
oppose school clinics 


TRENTON, N.J. — Family planning 
services should not be included in the 
health and counseling services provided 
in school clinics, a representative of the 
bishops of the five dioceses of New Jersey 
said. Two bills pending in the state 
Legislature would create a pilot program 
of at least six clinics that would include 
such services. William F. Bolan Jr., 
executive director of the New Jersey 
Catholic Conference, based in Trenton, 
said on behalf of the bishops that they 
support “‘needed health and psychological 
counseling services to students, especially 
those in urban areas whose families may 
not be financially able to meet the costs of 
such services.’’ The bishops, however, 
“oppose providing family planning 
services in such clinics,’’ he said. 


Pope appeals for 
hostage’s release 


VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II, clearly referring to Anglican hostage 
negotiator Terry Waite, Feb. 4 urged the 
release of kidnap victims in Lebanon, 
including ‘‘someone taken while he was 
carrying out a humanitarian action.”’ 
The pope spoke during a_ general 
audience at the Vatican Feb. 4. Waite has 
been missing for two weeks. He 
disappeared at the beginning of his latest 
mission to negotiate the release of 
Western hostages. The negotiator, a 
personal representative of Anglican 
Archbishop Robert Runcie of Canter- 
bury, was reportedly being held by an 
extremist group.

Parishes involved in the process will soon be provided 
with enrollment cards for amnesty seekers, she said. 
Videotapes on different aspects of the immigration law 
will also be available soon. 

Plank said the USCC is preparing a computerized 


“system, completely confidential, for church agencies to 


use in their legalization efforts. 

Agencies involved in the plan will work with applicants 
to make certain all paperwork is complete before amnesty 
seekers take their forms tc the INS for processing, Plank 
explained. 

To ensure that they will not have to wait in lines, the 
INS plans to process applications on an appointment-only 
basis, she added. 

Although the exact fee has not been set, it has been 
¥2ported that the INS may charge between $150 and $250 
to process an application. 

A sliding fee scale for families has been discussed, 
Plank said. She added that amnesty seekers should be 
prepared to pay the INS fee when they submit their 
applications. 

~ A fee for diocesan immigration assistance has not been 
determined, Plank said. She anticipates this service will 
cost less than $100 per person with a maximtim charge set 
for families. 

The INS will not accept any application until May, 
Plank said. She cautioned amnesty seekers against paying 
large sums to lawyers and other individuals who promise 
fo take care of the immigration process before that time. 


L.A. church registers

«», LOS ANGELES — A total of 149,800 persons seeking 
legal residency status had registeréd: by early February in 
121 parishes and Catholic community centers of the Los 
Angeles Archdiocese, archdiocesan officials said. 

The legalization provisions were provided in the 
immigration reform law approved by Congress in 
October. Parishes nationwide are mobilizing. to assist 
illegal aliens who qualify. :

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Groups request airtime 


to counter ‘Amerika’

WASHINGTON — Pax Christi 
USA members have been urged to 
request “‘substantial airtime’’ of ABC- 
TV to criticize ‘‘Amerika,’’ the 
network’s nearly 15-hour miniseries 
about life in the United States under 
Soviet occupation. 

The request is one of several efforts by 
peace and disarmament groups to 
counter what has been called the 
production’s ‘‘Soviet-bashing.”’ 

Other efforts call for TV parties to 
spoof the series and public service 
announcements and disclaimers 
immediately before the program to 
highlight critics’ objections. 

In addition, the Atonement Friars 
have filed a stockholder resolution with 
Capital Cities, the ABC-TV parent 
company, to object to the program and 
to call for policies that ensure that future 
programs are ‘‘reasonably balanced.”’ 

According to an ABC synopsis, the 
plot centers on an America. 10 years 
after Soviet occupation. The country is 
ruled by a puppet regime in the White 
House manipulated by the KGB, and 
the country is patrolled by forces of the 
United Nations Special Service Unit 
who set fire to houses, run down 
innocent people with tanks and rape 
women. 

The series is scheduled to run for 
seven nights between Feb. 15 and Feb. 
22s 

Even before airing, the program 
prompted ‘“‘in the vicinity of 4,500 
letters’? of complaint to ABC, ‘‘more 
than ever’’ received by any other 
entertainment program, said Jeff 
Tolvin, ABC’s director of business 
information, in a Feb. 4 telephone 
interview.

He also said the network was 
attempting to find new sponsors for the 
program, but ‘‘not in the easiest of 
climates’ following Chrysler’s backing 
off from sponsorship of the miniseries, 
in which ABC invested about $35 
million. 

Tolvin said many of the letters asked 
for something to ‘‘balance’’ the 
program, ‘‘something to follow’’ it, but 
said a decision on that would have to 
come from ABC News. 


Pax Christi’s national coordinator, 
Benedictine Sister Mary Lou Kownacki 
of Erie, Pa., said her organization had 
suggested that members ask local ABC 
affiliates for airtime, perhaps through 
“panel discussions to give a different 
point of view.”’ 


The Center of Concern, a 
Washington-based social justice center, 
urged in its newsletter that groups work 
with the Quakers through their 
American Friends Service Committee 
disarmament program. Bruce Birchard, 


coordinating the Quaker response from _ 


his Philadelphia office, said the group 
had sold -1,200-1,300 organizers’ 
packets and 800 media packets which 
give background and urge readers to 
demand airtime to respond. 


Birchard said ‘‘Amerika’’ presents an 
“extremist vision’’ of the United States, 
the United Nations and the Soviet 
Union and could endanger efforts of the 
two superpowers to reduce arms 


stockpiles. He said the miniseries offers © 


“‘an extremist political position’’ and is 
“‘slanderous to the U.N.”’ 


He added that the ‘‘portrayal of our 
country is an insult to Americans 
because its basic thesis is that Americans 
don’t care enough’’ and would “‘let it 
happen.”’
